If Mr. Wilson after his splendid 
services in introducing a great hope 
into the faulty text of the Treaty, is 
suffering now from such a paralysis 
of the concessionary faculties as to 
imperil all the world has gained by 
his extraordinary exertions, he ought 
to be helped in every way possible 
both by people who care for him and 
by people who care merely for the 
welfare of the world.
